They are our only manu- 
facturing institutions—-the .mining 
men are the only men of active cap- 
ital : 


Our men of money are at length 


iHsukening to the conviction that they 


. have been for years past allowing 


millions of dollars to go to Europe 
in the shape of crude lead bullion, 
silver lead ores, aud base metal ores, 
all of which could, with proper en- 
terprise, be treated at home and with 
jnnch greater profit. The custom of 
shipping our bullion and refractory 
ores to Europe has been caused by 
an impression that the high price of 
labor on the Pacific Slope would ren- 
der anyattempt to treat them unprof- 
itable; but this impression is fast 
dying out, especially as miners are 
learning the fact that the ores, etc., 
sent to Swansea to be 


SOLD BY PUBLIC TICKETING, 


As it is termed, are only sold public- 
ly by name. The great silver smelt- 
ers of England who buy these ores 
are few in number; for although 
"Percy's Metallurgy" gives a list of 
some forty-five smelting firms, there 
are only about half a dozen who bid 
regularly for American ores, and at 
their head stands the great firm of 
Messrs. Vivian & Sons, Swansea. 
Jtn order to control the market, these 
firms have formed themselves into a 
ling under the title of 


THE SWAXSKA SILVER ASSOCIATION, 


Of which, 'Hussey Vivian, M. P., is 


~ President. Each member of the as- 


sociation enters into a contract to 
take a certain, fraction of all the ores 
sold; they compare assays, out them 
down, and agree on the prices they 
will pay per ton, and the lots which 
they each prefer to have, and, thus 
they 'manage to destroy altogether 
any advantage the vendor could o\>- 
tain by a public sale. In Germany 
the large smelting works have formed 
another association, and will only 


K buy on a fixed scale, the ores, etc., 


being ; aent, when bought, to the 
works to be adapted for .their treat- 
ment. ' The average profit on treat- 
ing silver and silver-lead ores in the 
European metallurgical 
establish- 


ments, has bren estimated at about 
$2 50 per ton; in this country it 
would be about $5, gold.. The profit 
per toil on' refining the lead bullion 
of Nevada and Utah has been estima- 
ted «t 


TWENTY DOLLAIiS OOLD

There are three largo 


works now in operation extracting 
the precious metals and refining the 
lead bullion produced on the Pacific 
slope,- One, the Gennania Works, 
is located at Salt Lake; another at 
'New York, and a third at Melrose 
Station, about a mile and a half from 
Alameda. 
This latter is the proper- 


ty of the Oakland Smelting aud Re- 
fining Company, and is really a fine 
work ol its kind. It has been erected 
"under the superintendence of Mr. C. 
Eisermith, a gentleman of great ex- 
perience in metallurgy, having been 
for many yeai s chemist to the Mech- 
ernick Smelting Company's works at 
Mechernick on the Ehine. 


THK OAKLAND SMELTING AND HKFISINO 


WOBKS 


Consists of four large blast furnaces, 
of the most improved description, 
capable of smelting about eighty tons 
per day, four German cupellation 
furnaces, for effecting the separation 
of the gold and silver from the lead, 
and a series of immense cast iron 
•kettles, in which the lead is subject 
first to the action of zinc to remove 
the silver and gold, and then that of 
superheated steam, to remove traces 
oiyeinoutogetherwith the antimony 
and other basi; metals, so as to render 
the lead soft and'fit for the market. 
A brief description of the several op- 
erations in the extraction of the gold 
and silver from the lead, and render- 
ing it flt for market, will no doubt 
prove of interest. 
The crude lead 


bullion, containing about 78 per cent. 
of lead, is brought from tho several 
mills of Nevada and Utah, the lead 
being paid for at tho rate of 1380 per 
ton of 2,000 pounds, the silver at 


, 
$1 12 per ounce, less five ounces ofi 


i 
the assay value, and tho gold full 
price, namely, $20 67 per ounce. On 
being received at tho works it is melted 
in largo iron kettles, holding about 
ten tons each, and zinc added in 
three portions. 
The zinc forms » 


crust on the top of the kettle, on 
lowering the temperature. 
Those 


crnsts contain all the gold and silver, 
together with some lead, and are 
carefully put aside. 
Superheated 


steam is now passed into the meltec 
leid, and after some hours all the an- 
timony and base metals nre com- 
pletely removed. 
The zinc crusts 


arc smelted in one of the blast fur 
jtaccs, together with slog'. Tho zinc 
is thus eliminated, and lead very rich 
in gold and silver produced. The 
latter is then cupelled, which sepa- 
rates the lead completely, leaving the 
silver and gold ready for the market. 
The refined lead produced is sent 
J5»st, and employed in the mannfac- 


ure of white lead; but no doubt the 
company will in time add on a sheet 
rolling mill, pipe press and red lead 
urnaces, so as to still further in- 
crease their sources of profit.

Are situated close by, and are de- 
signed for the treatment of bfise and 
refractory ores entirely by the wet 
process. The works art1 at present 
mpable of reducing about twenty 
ons per week, but arc in coxirse of 
>eing very much enlarged. 
The Sn- 


>erintendent is Mr. Guiilo Kustel, a 
•entleman whose skill and ability is 
not only well and thoroughly known 
ipon tho Pacific Coast, bat has been 
recogni/.ed in Europe. His works on 
he reduction of ores, are standards 
among metallurgists, and he hus ab- 
solutely been the pioneer of our' me- 
.allnrgy, having erected' the first re- 
lucdoii works to reduce Comstock 
ores. 
The procef-s carried out in 


.hese works consists of an o/e roast- 
ng with chemicals, by -which the 
jase metals and the silver are con- 
verted into chlorides; the base clilor- 
des are washed out with water, and 
he silver dissolved out with a solu- 
ion of hyposulphite of sodn, from 
vhich the" silver is easily obtained in 
a pure state. 
Some short distance 


"urther down, nt Damon's landing, 
ve encounter the works of the 
B. J. KOHLER BKDUCHON COMPANY, 


Incorporated to carry out Kohler's 
special process for roasting ores, and 
:o do a general business in the re- 
duction of ores and refining of bul- 
ion. The works are not yet com- 
pete, but promise to be among the 
inest and best of their kind on the 
Coast. The process with refractory 
ores will be similar to that followed 
at the Pacific Deduction 
Works, 


with the exception of the roasting, 
which Mr. Kohler claims he can ef- 
ect with much greater advantage by 
lis process, which is adapted to all 
classes of ores, no matter what base 
metals they may contain. 


Inside Brooklyn we 
encounter 


another metallurgical work—that of 


W. B. WALBBIDGE. 


These works, though small, are 


very complete. 
In the roasting of 


ores a large quantity of sulphur is 
driven off, and usually allowed to es- 
cape into the air, poisoning the whole 
atmosphere. 
Mr. Walbridge has 


succeeded in utilizing this sulphur, 
sy ingeniously contrived apparatus, 
which converts it into sulphuric acid 
and sulphur salts, of 'marketable val- 
ue. 
In a short time he purposes 


treating silver-lead ores, when he ex- 
pects to astonish the experts by n 
msthod of reduction that will open 
wide the 
eyes 
of 
metallurgists 


throughout the world.

POUTIOAL EC01TOMT. 


The country rejoices at the eco- 


nomical spasm of the new Secretary 
of the Treasury which has result 3d in 
the discharge of a number of em- 
ployees. The country hag forgotten 
that the former Secretary waa simi- 
larly affected during the early days of 
his Secretaryship. But the country 
does not see or hear of the misery 
and suffering which thisreeent osten- 
tatious demonstration of economy 
occasions. Most of the disc barged 
ones were women. An eastern cor- 
respondent describes the scenes as 
very affecting when the names of 
those to be discharged were made 
known. Says the correspondent: 


Fifteen of the women fainted, and 
at one time lour doctors ware engaged 
In applying restoratives and prescrib- 
ing medicines. There was much ap- 
parent misery, for women were wring- 
ing their hands and weeping on every 
side. It waa at this time that the 
needy condition of many of the women 
became known One of them was a 
soldier's widow, supporting on laer 
scanty wages of $45 per month her six 
fatherless children; another was the 
only support of an nged mother and a 
crippled husband; another supported 
an invalid sister and children; anoth- 
er was the wife of a mechanic who had 
lost his eyesight; another supported 
her aged parents; another was In ill- 
heilth and without kindred; several 
supported their aged mothers, and 
nearly all had some claim upon the 
public sympathy. 


Economy in public affairs is a grand 


thing, hut it usually amounts to a 
"saving at tne spigot and losing at 
the bnng." IE the Secretary sincere- 
ly desires to reduce the expenses of 
the government let him sharpen his 
official cleaver and take the warpath. 
In nearly ever branch of the public 
service there are thousands of sine- 
cures that might be profitably lopped 
off, and in no department is there 
more than in the one presided over 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. 


The Internal Revenue department 


is little better than a political poor- 
house. In San Francisco there is an 
augost personage titled "Supervisor 
of Internal Bevenue " whose salary 
•mounts to several thousand dollars 
annually. He is of about as much 
actual benefit to the government as a 
wooden Indian is to a cigar store. 
(He has a deputy at a good round 
salary.) He came from Siskiyou, or 
Home other up-country county, but 
the particular political service he 
rendered that entitles him to the Su- 
pervisorship is not generally known. 
The Collector of Revenue has a lot 
of barnacles fastened to his office— 
probably about three where one is 
necessary. 


This is the case in nearly every 


city in the United States, as is well 
known; hence, the discharging of a 
few poor, half-paid women at Wash- 
ington becomes of vast importance as 
evidencing a determination to enforce 
the strictest economy in one depart- 
ment of the government at least. 


THE POLICE BEPABTIDOTT. 


.The Police Department jrfJhe'City 


of Oakland is a cumbersome expen- 
"reaffi»ir.\It has been ondiscon- 


ducted.j.with an utter disregard of 
economy, and1 notwithstanding this 
Jtaoi re'patenttto every member of the 
Council, no steps have been (aken 
to change the existing order of things 
and inaugurate a better regime. 


The number of policemen drawing 


pny from the cily is just twice as 
large at> is actually leqnired. 


Six active, able-bodied men could 


police Oakland just as thormighl) at 
<lo the dozen who aro now r^gulmiy 
employed. 


Besides the regular police, there 


are five or six "specials," (not includ- 
ing the railroad employee*) some of 
whom are in fact "regulars," because 
they are continually ou duty hi place 
of regulars, who are sick or absent, 
and draw the same salaries as the reg 
lar officers, but not the salaries of the 
sick or absent stars. 


For instance, if Band or some other 


policeman goes off to San Lenndro to 
superintend an election and a "spe- 
cial" is put on in his place, both offi- 
cers draw regular pay from the city. 


This is all wrong, and under an 


economical administration could not 
exist. 


Oakland has no "Five Points," no 
Barbary Coast," neither is it in- 


fested with predatory bands of hood- 
lums and gangs of thieves, gorroters> 
and cut-throats; and scenes of vio- 
lence and brawls are not daily enact- 
ed upon our streets 
There is IPSS 


rowdyism hero than in any city nf its 
size in the United States. And yet, 
•we maintain a police force large 
enough for a seaboard commercial 
city of twice or thnco the population 
of Oakland. 


The whole city has been conducted 


too much upon the hi»h pressure 
principle and "fiiss and ieathers," 
and grand display lm%o taken the 
place of legitimate enterprise and 
wise municipal statesmanship. As a 
consequence abuses and extravagan- 
ces have stalked in and held unlim- 
ited, u»restrained control of city 
affairs. 


It is high time for a change to come 


over the spirit of the dieams of the 
municipal fathers. 


THE News asserts that " tho whis- 
" ky ring and Governor Stanford ore 
•' running the biggest part of the 
" Oakland city government." Which 
is the " biggest part?" Does the 
News refer to the Mayor, the Conncil, 
the Police Department, the City 
Clerk, the Marshal, the Engineer, 
the Police Judge, the Assessor or the 
City Attorney? 
There are so many 


offices comprised in the " biggest 
part" of the city government, that 
the News ought to bo more explicit 
when it charges that outside influ- 
ence is " running" a\ty part. 
What 


a more enlightened vision the News 
has since the city printing scales 
dropped from its eyes. 


THE News says that the Transcript 


"seems to be utterly incapable of 
"comprehending how the News can 
"discuss a subject without getting 
"pay for it." There are others who 
are somewhat skeptical upon that 
point also. There are several county 
officers and ex-county officials who 
are to some extent " incapable of 
comprehending," etc. In fact, it is 
doubtful if the Nevis can point to a 
single subject that it has ever dis- 
cussed that the question -of pay was 
not the main spring of its utterances.

Vlult to the First Presbyterian 


and St. Fan}«. 


Bev. Mr. Eella .hating; returned 


torn the Eastern Stoteit, we felt like 
learing wliat he had to say. He 
might have something new about the 
crops, the Centennial, or the like. 


The First Presbyterian Church is 


located at. the corner of Broadway 
ind Thirteenth street; it sits back 
among the shrubbery, and presents a 
rather secluded aspect. It is a cosy 
affair, and yesterday being a very 
ine day, was comparatively quite 
filled. 


The singing was very good—the 


choir conveying a professional look. 


Mr. Eells preaches to the Old 


School Presbyterians, though he is 
evidently jjuite awake.to the inroads 
-hat physical science is making upon 
the more severe doctrines of the 
sects, and he seems to almost despair 
of the situation. His discourse yes- 
«rday was rather doctrinal to be 
nteresting to mere lookers-on, ex- 
cept in the manner he handled the 
subject. In person, Mr. Eells looks 
the thoroughly earnest divine that he 
no doubt is, and in action shows that 
leis of healthful temperament; dis- 
posed to be a man among men on 
.he street or in the study. In the 
ralpit, he is quite master of himself 
md his subject, though his remarks 
are not in themselves striking; there 
s little of the "popular preacher" 
so-called. He is solid, scholarly and 
'orcible. and his style is also sym- 
pathetic. 


His subject yesterday forenoon 


was intended to act upon the livers of 
lis congregation. ' He wanted more 
energy. Faith without energy—ac- 
ion, work—was of little practical ac- 
count in this scientific age. He dis- 
countenanced everything like fanati- 
cism, however.and altogether wo were 
very much pleased with our first visit 
to hear him. 


The manner of taking up collec- 


;ions in this church, is to be com- 
mended. Each pew has a little con- 
tribution box tacked on it,and the old 
style of thrusting a hat or plate under 
the nose of the audience is done away 
with. 


ST. PAUL'S. 


In the evening, we went round on 


Twelfth street, near the Grand Cen- 
tal Hotel, to hear Mr. Lathrop, of 
lie San Francisco Church of the 
Advent. 


The Episcopal differs from the rest 


of the Protestant churches. There 
is about as much attention paid to 
clothes as by the Catholics. When 
Ur. Lathrop raises his hands in 
prayer, he looks as. white-winged-like 
is an angel; abig healthy angel. Geo. 
Francis Train says he admires these 
people chiefly for Caeir independence 
—in wearing their shirts on the out- 
side. 


However, St. Paul is a neat little 


jhapel of a church, and there is 
something so airy, too, in its archi- 
tecture, that one feels as free almost 
as in a skating rink. 


There is a theatrical training inci- 


dent to tlie Episcopal service, that is 
rather good to see. The average 
Presbyterian, for instance, does not 
always bend hishead in prayer—with 
the former, this ie almost universal; 
the rustling noise of dress is perfectly 
timed. The kid-gloved hand is ex- 
hibited as a head-rest, in all its 
graceful outlines. With the man, a 
finely-headed cane is made to serve. 
Of course, a majority rest contented- 
ly on the edge 'of the pew. 


Mr. Lathrop is a most agreeable 


speaker indeed. His style of compo- 
sition, is direct, and generally the 
subject applies to eyery-day 
life, 


hence always attractive. His text 
last night 
was . on 
the subject 


of 
thoughts—As a man 
think- 


eth, so is he.. The sermon was full 
of good points, and of that Bort not 
to be 
forgotten as soon as the 


benediction is pronounced. 


Worldly Observation*, Yesterday, 


After church, we \vent up to Bad- 


ger's Park to take a look at our 
French population. The world over, 
there is no nation o* race that seem 
to get as much out of this life as the 
French. This fact perhaps accounts 
for their pride of country. They are 
almost as bad as the Chinese in one 
sense—that of wanting to return to 
their country, dead or alive. 


There was an immense turn-out at 


Badger's yesterday, and we went 
there out of curiosity more than any- 
thing else; first, to get a definite idea 
of the population of French in the 
State, native and foreign born, and 
otherwise to note their characteris- 
tics. This fact is very noticeable, as 
with other foreigners in our country, 
that the men are much better-look- 
ing than the women. The good look- 
ing French women especially, don't 
emigrate. 


The young folks were out in force 


yesterday, and although they may all 
know how to talk French, they seem 
to care so little about it, that a per- 
son would think at first that there 
were two wholly distinct nationali- 
ties present. The parents were as 
strangers in their own household. 
This may bo aggravating to tile old 
folks, but to an American visitor nt 
the picnic, it was wry satisfactory 
and convenient.

An Exodus 
of Oaklandem for 


South America. 


Several weeks ago we made men- 


tion of a large sale of property on 
the part of Win. Benite to some Salt 
Lake miners. A little interview with 
Mr. B. yesterday afternoon, may not 
be the least interesting reading: 


Mr. Benitz has been most pleas-
